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Finding Hope in Low Prices 


With the experience in the last three or four years 
of large volume and small profits in the plumbing and 
heating business, it is not a real assuring prospect, in 
one sense, to find 1928 starting out with some of the 
prices on goods that have been offered and on which, 
in some cases, sufficient quantities have been placed to 
indicate that they will prevail in transactions for some 
time ahead. It is not assuring because it seems to be 
generally agreed that at such prices manufacturers can- 
not show a profit. And, inasmuch as wholesalers, as a 
rule, pass along their savings to the trade instead of 
relying upon them to help toward a profit and, then, 
the trade in turn uses such discounts to cut bids in com- 
petition, the industry, in all its branches, finds itself 
close to the margin. All this, of course, is painting the 
blackest side of the picture. The same economic condi- 
tions seem to prevail in most industries. And, for- 
tunately, there are individuals in all branches who are 
successful in maintaining quality and service ahead of 
price. But it is not, as we say, assuring to have a 
number of lines being sold this year at prices which 
have never been lower—at least in recent years. 

However, it being a natural desire to try to find some 
hope in such a situation, we say that it is not assuring 

“in one sense,” because, in another sense, 
Chance for it is possible to see in it a chance for 
Stability steadying markets. A situation in which 

special discounts are being offered here 
and there is not a satisfactory situation. It is far better 
to have stability—a stability which will enable business 
men to plan ahead with the 
assurance that they can rea- 
sonably expect no serious 
upsets, preferentials or un- 
sound competition. In the 
past few years there has not 
been that stability. Al- 
though prices have certainly 
not been high, they have

REAL MERCHANDISING 

The term ‘merchandising,’ as we have often pointed 
out before, has a broad meaning. Generally, a mer- 
chandiser in the plumbing and heating business 1s 
considered as one who has a show room, and he 1s 
visualised as selling goods in his store.

The Wrong Kind of Advertising 


We have with us, have had with us, but hope that 
there will come the time when we will not have with us 
any more the contractor, the wholesaler and the manu- 
facturer who will offer at cost or below cost their serv- 
ices or products for some outstanding job and justity 
such an offer on the grounds that it will be good adver- 
tising for them. Every job that comes up 
is generally the center of a competitive Dges Not 


fight. Contractors are after the contract. Pay 
Wholesalers want to supply the material. 
And manufacturers want their products used. ‘loo 


often there is one of each who decides that it will be 
worth his while—that it will be good advertising tor 
him—to do the job or sell the goods at a cut price. 
While he will not make any money; while he will, in 
fact, lose money, he feels that it will give him a good 
name and lead to further work if he can get in on 
this certain job. 

When there are enough of such people believing this 
way, almost every good job is in danger of becoming an 
“advertisement” instead of money-making business. 

This is certainly not the 
kind of advertising that 
pays. Such people get a 
reputation all right, but it 
is a reputation for doing 
cheap work, and the jobs 
they might get in the future 

| on the strength of the low- 
| priced job they did for “ad. 
vertising”’ are, as a rule, go 
ing to be given to them only 
| if they offer another low 
| price. Thus, they do not 
| benefit themselves, and they 
keep other men in business 


from getting fair prices.

In “The Hawaiian Islands 


N REVIEWING recent plumbing and heating progress 
| in the Hawaiian Islands, and specifically in the city of 

Honolulu, it must be remembered there are no out- 
standing construction jobs compared with work of a like 
character on the mainland, but considering the location 
of the Islands and the limited population 105,000 
in Honolulu) all modern construction work is worthy of 
note. 

Probably the recently completed buildings which stand 
out most strikingly from an engineering and architectural 
angle are: the $4,000,000 Royal Hawaiian Hotel on fa-

PLUMBING AND HOT WATER HEATING IN ROYAL 
HAWAIIAN HOTEL 

N the Royal Hawaiian Hotel, as in all buildings on the 
| islands, heating problems are left to the sun and to 
the pleasantly warm waters of the islands, that are on the 
job 365 days in the year. 

The plumbing, the domestic hot water heating system 
and the ventilating system of this hotel were installed by 
the James H. Pinkerton Co. of San Francisco. More than 
ten miles of pipe of different sizes have been laid through- 
out the hotel and grounds. Every bedroom and suite has 
a private bath. Hot water and steam (for kitchen steam 
tables, etc.) are brought through insulated lines from 
the power plant of a neighboring hotel. Practically all 
hot water lines are of brass pipe. 

It is of interest to note that the network of irrigation 
pipes which run in every direction beneath the hotel gar- 
dens terminates in 150 sprinklers. Cool drinking water is 
piped to every floor of the building from the 30-ton ice 
and cold storage plant of the hotel. 

The ventilating system is composed of a series of fans 
electrically driven, located on the roof, which exhaust the 
stale air from inside bathrooms and air shafts. A separate 
series of these fans furnishes fresh air to the kitchen. 
Ducts are of tile built into floors and partitions and of 
sheet iron in the open.

HE HAWAIIAN Electric of fireproof con- 
ee five stories high, contains a complete sys- 
tem of gravity drainage to the city sewer for all fixtures, 
floor drains, etc., a complete system of sewage ejection for 
all drains in the basement, a complete system of leaders 
for all roof drains to systems of drainage, a complete sys- 
tem of hot and cold water supply, a complete system of 
fire stand pipes, siamese connections, etc., a complete 
system of gas piping and a complete system of drinking 
water distribution.

The drinking water apparatus, located in the basement, 
supplies all parts of the building, with valves placed in re- 
turn risers so that circulation will be uniform. 

All risers are equipped with control valves, also branch 
connections on both hot and cold water lines. The entire 
building is equipped with fire lines and siamese connec- 


tions, including basement and attic. 

NE advantage prospective residents of Honolulu may 
() be sure of is excellent drinking water, and plenty of 
it. The city water supply is drawn from artesian wells. This 
water, flowing through volcanic sand and coral formation 
from a thousand feet below the surface, has been pro- 
nounced one of the best drinking waters of the world for 
taste, purity and beneficial chemical properties, according 
to the Medical Journal and Record (February 4, 1925).

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YOUR FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


By J. J. BERLINER 


WO BIG questions were asked at the beginning of 

this series of articles: “First, Why did I make the 

percentage of profit I did in 1927? and, second, 
How can I increase this percentage in 1928?’ This series 
of articles has been aimed at pointing out the informa- 
tion which is back of the figures in your financial state- 
ment, if you know how to dig it out. 

In the previous article we pointed out to you that fig- 
ures in a statement are valuable only for the relationship 
to other figures. We have shown how the banker or 
the credit man, when he looks at your statement, does 
certain things—makes certain comparisons between the 
various figures, in order to decide whether your business 
is worthy of further credit. What these trained men do 
is look at ratios—at the ratio of capital to profit, of sales 
to expense, of assets to liabilities, of profit to volume. 
As stated in an earlier article, merely to say that a busi- 
ness did a volume of a thousand, a hundred thousand, ora 
million, in any year, means nothing until you know if 
it was done at a profit or a loss. 

A study of that financial statement of yours, in the 
light of these ratios, unfolds the solution to the two ques- 


tions. Your financial statement is the history of your 
business—if you know how to interpret the figures. It 
not only tells you how much profit you made, but it should 
tell you where you made it and so makes it possible for 
you to repeat profitable transactions. 

This is what we pointed out in our last article on Feb- 
ruary 25, where we demonstrated how the financial state- 
ment aids in shaping merchandising plans. Here we had 
several items, some of them profit-makers, less 
profitable and some of them downright losing items. Now, 
the final percentage of profit a business makes is com- 
piled of the total profits and losses on all transactions 
and everytime you can find and eliminate a losing trans- 
action, and every time you can repeat a_ profitable 
transaction, it’s obvious that the percentage of profit on 
all transactions is going to be greater. Your financial 
statement will reveal to you the dollars and cents value 
of every transaction in every department of your business. 

After studying your financial statement, as outlined in 
our article of February 25, you know better how to plan 
your merchandising campaign, you know which item or 
items yields you the handsomest profits and you know 


others 
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that it’s your job to push those items for all they’re 
worth. Other items yield you little or nothing, and you 
are not going to leave capital tied up in them any longer 
than is absolutely necessary. 

“It’s fascinating,”’ said an accountant the other day, 
“how these ratios lead, logically, mercilessly, from one 
vital relationship of business to another.” In this series 
of articles we found that we made 8 per cent on our 
investment in 1927. Naturally, we wanted to know why. 
We found a partial answer in a second ratio. For, on 
sales of $30,000, we made a net profit of 4 per cent— 
which was 8 per cent on our $15,000 investment. 

Not satisfied as yet, we wanted to know why we made 
that 4 per cent. Then certain weak spots began to appear. 
This 4 per cent was the average profit made on several 
lines and while some made as high as 7 per cent, others 
earned only 2 per cent, and still others were carried for 
nothing or at a loss. 

It’s obvious, then, that for this year we'll have to do 
away with the weak spots and concentrate our selling 
energy on the winners. We ought thus to be able to raise 
our average of 4 per cent net profit on sales. In addi- 
tion, we may also bring our sales to more than $30,000. 
Here other important ratios come in to help us out— 
the ratios of turnover. 


TURNOVER 
ANY of us, in thinking of turnover, usually think 
M of it in terms of merchandise only—the number 
of times certain articles turn over in a year. This is an 
important feature, of course, but it is not the whole picture. 
There are many interesting ratios in connection with turn- 
over. We will consider three: 
1. Turnover of total capital used; 
2. Turnover of inventories; 
3. Turnover of Accounts Receivable. 


Total Turnover of Capital Used 

The first of these ratios measures your ability as the 
financial manager of your business. It expresses the re- 
lation of volume of business done to the amount of cap- 
ital you had to have in order to do that volume. The 
larger the volume of business you can do on your invest- 
ment, or the smaller the amount of capital you use to 
handle a given volume of business, the more favorable 
will your return on your investment be. No doubt you 
will recall the old saying that it’s a good cook who can 
make a good meal out of little or nothing. 

The advantages of a better turnover of total capital re- 
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sult directly in additional profit on net worth. (Com- 
petitive conditions quite definitely limit the amount of 
operating profits a business can realize on its sales. Nat- 
urally, the smaller the capital used in the conduct of a 
business, the larger the return on the investment such 
profits will be. The man who can do a $50,000 business 
on the same capital used by another man to do $40,900. 
though both may have the same number of workmen and 
be on a par in every other way—at this point the super- 
iority of the first man makes itself seen. 


TURNOVER OF INVENTORIES 


HE turnover of inventories measures the rapidity 
i pe which stocks of goods are sold out and replen- 
ished. The more rapidly the investment in inventories 
is turned over, the smaller the amount of capital required 
to do a given volume of business. On each turnover of 
an inventory a margin of profit is realized and discounts 
are earned. The more rapidly this inventory investment 
may be turned over the more times per year the inven- 
tories are sold out, the larger is the return on the in- 
vestment used. 

The proper method of computing a general turnover 
of inventories is to divide the average annual inventory 
(average monthly) into the cost of sales for the year. 
This indicates the times per year that the average amount 
of capital tied up in inventories has been sold out and re- 
invested in new stocks. This is the method to be used in 
figuring the inventory turnover of the business as a whole. 

There are few organizations that fully appreciate what 
it costs them to carry stocks and few compute carefully 
enough the definite advantages they would have in a more 
rapid inventory turnover or figure the disadvantages im- 
posed upon their business by a turnover slower than 
average or normal. In every line of business there is a 
normal period of turnover within which stocks and goods 
should be converted into sales. To carry products beyond 
that period means added financial costs and carrying ex- 
penses which must come directly out of profits. In this 
manner subnormal turnovers mean forfeited profits. The 
added costs incurred in carrying goods beyond the normal 
turnover period may be quite readily computed either 
in percentage on sales or in unit costs on physical volume.

N THE previous section of this article which appeared 
in the March 10 issue of ‘“‘Domestic Engineering,”’ 
the general features of district heating in New York 


City were discussed. In this section will be taken up 
the various standards which the New York Steam Cor- 
poration has developed from their many years of ex- 


perience in this line of work. In a limited article of this 
character it is not possible to describe all of the stand- 
ards that have been developed, but a few of the most 
important and interesting will be given and illustrated. 
Steam Conduit Construction 

One of the most important features of any district steam 
installation is the type of conduit construction adopted 
for covering and protecting the steam pipe. Those in 
use in New York have a solid reinforced concrete base 6 
inches thick for the full width of the conduit; the side 
Walls are formed with 9%-inch, 6-hole or 4-hole vitrified 
electric conduit 36 inches long. The conduit blocks are 
sealed at both ends with a l-inch cement grout plug and 
are laid up in cement mortar similar to a masonry wall. 

The top of the conduit is formed of a 6-inch thick 
monolithic concrete slab and in pouring this cover the 
forms are set 2 inches or 3 inches away from the side 
Walls and concrete is poured between so as to form an 
integral envelope over and around the conduit, this en- 
velope being 6 inches thick on the top and 2 inches to 
3 inches thick on the sides. Such construction has been

found practically waterproof against minor leakages, while 
the hollow tile forms an insulating protection to the 
steam main and supplements the pipe covering to a 
considerable extent. At the same time, the hollow walls 
are installed at less expense than any other form of ma- 


sonry. A typical conduit section is given in Fig. 6. 
Inside of the conduit the main is installed and cov- 
ered with sectional pipe covering 2 in¢hes thick around 


which is placed a layer of double thick, rubberoid roof- 
ing material. For the expansion joints vitrified air-cell 
block is used and all fittings, valves and flanges are in- 
sulated with 2-inch asbestos sponge or a similar form 
of insulating cement and are protected by a heavy coat 
of asphaltum The space within the conduit above 
the drainage tile is entirely filled with 
an additiorial protection against the 
the mains.

Radiator Ratings 


B. ‘T. U. Basis 


Catalog Ratings Do Not Reflect the 
Actual Performance and Cannot Be 


Used as a Guide to the B. 
Value of Radiators of the 


Rating of Different Makes 


By A. H. SCHROTH 


HE value of a commodity is measured in terms of 

the service it will render and as the result of expe- 

rience, trade customs establish a yard stick by which 
this value may be measured. It may be based on weight, 
dimensions, some intrinsic merit in the product itself, the 
standing of the manufacturer back of it, or a combination 
of all four of these essentials. Seldom is any one of them 
alone the chief determining factor of wide scale purchase 
of the commodity in question. For example, weight alone 
would be a poor basis on which to buy machine tools. 
This is equally true of radiators. While weight is an im- 
portant factor, it does not necessarily determine the value 
of the heating service to be procured from the radiator. 

This value in heat producing surface should be the 
basis on which radiators are purchased, though this has 
seldom been the case. Trade customs in our own industry 
have not as yet developed a real measure of value. The 
best we have done up to the present has been the adoption 
of the so-called catalog rating. This has been accepted 
at its face value, although it has been more or less a 
matter of common knowledge for years that catalog 
ratings meant little more in the case of radiators than 
they did in that of heating boilers. Both were simply 
printed yard sticks that have little real relation to the 
actual value of the radiator, or boiler, to render the service 
for which it was bought. The fact that seldom any two 
given manufacturers were agreed in their catalog ratings 
on radiators and boilers of the same dimensions, made 
the catalog rating itself of less and less value each year 
as a guide to the performance to be expected from the 
heating equipment. So much so, that it became apparent 
that catalog ratings simply represented the manufacturer’s 
claims for his product. 

This put architects and consulting engineers in a posi- 
tion where both were only too ready and willing to shift 
all of their responsibilities to the shoulders of the heating 
contractor, who was usually bound hard and fast by a 
guarantee of performance that only too frequently reached 
almost absurd limits. To protect himself, the heating con- 
tractor has naturally had to increase his factor of safety. 
This chaotic condition has come about because no one 
knew just what he was buying in heating service when 
specifying radiators of a certain size. We had no definite 
yard stick by which to measure radiator value.

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Having been active in the adoption of boiler ratings 
based upon performance tables as determined by actual 
tests, a certain concern has felt for some time that equally 
dependable ratings should be established for radiators, so 
that the purchaser would know what he was buying in 
terms of heating capacity, as well as square feet of direct 
radiation. This concern accordingly retained an engineer- 
ing research organization having no commercial interest 
in products submitted to it for tests, and instructed it to 
determine by condensation tests, conducted according to 
the code of the American Society of Heating and Ven- 
tilating Engineers for testing direct radiators, the capacity 
in B.t.u. and the equivalent square feet of direct radiation 
of various types and sizes of radiators, so that there might 
be secured readily understandable performance tables giv- 
ing at a glance the real heating value of radiators of 
certain sizes, in order to secure the same dependable meas- 
ure of value for radiators, as had been done with boilers. 

Citing a few typical examples of the discrepancies be- 
tween catalog radiator ratings will give some idea of how 
chaotic a condition exists. For example, there are several! 
five-tube radiators, all 2%-inch centers, varying in height 
from 34 to 38 inches (also a difference of over 10 per 
cent) and in width from 8 to 8% inches (also a difference 
of over 10 per cent), and varying as well in air space 
between sections. There was naturally a correspondingly 
large difference in actual heating surface, yet all of these 
radiators have catalog ratings of 5 square feet per section, 
while one manufacturer rates his 37-inch, five-tube type 
at 5% square feet per section. 


NO ACCOUNT TAKEN OF VARYING EFFICIENCY 
HE ideal radiator, from an efficiency standpoint 
Bane be of one section only and the further w: 
depart from this maximum the greater the drop in com 
parative efficiency. For example, an eight-section radiator 
and a thirty-section radiator have but two end section 
each, while the former has only six intermediate section

omitted. As we look at it now, however, we do not think 
it was quite fair on our part to expect the thing to be 
handled as we have mentioned, for it is clear that as shown 
in Figs. 7, 8, 9 and 12, the house drain might have been 
run at a level slightly above the cellar drainer pit. It is 
true, of course, that if the pit were even a very small 
distance below the level of the house drain, it would be 
as necessary to raise the cellar drainage into it by me- 
chanical means as it would be if the difference in levels 
were ten feet. A number of the drawings, however, show 
the cellar drainer distinctly above the level of the house 
drain, in which case there is really no use for it. 

Fig. 12 shows the cellar drainer correctly connected. It 
discharges into a sink, the connection being indirect. Most 
cellar drainers, at least those in dwellings, are operated 
by water pressure. 


OPERATION OF THE CELLAR DRAINER 
HEIR operation is briefly as follows:—a 
a (oe attached to the drainer rises and falls 
with the water in the drainer pit. When the 



























































water level has risen about a foot, a float trips 

a valve, admitting water or steam pressure. The 

rush of the water or steam produces a vacuum 
or partial vacuum, and atmospheric pressure 
forces the water in the pit into the drainer 
which discharges it to the sink. 

Approximately 5 lb. of pressure is required 
for each foot of lift. Twelve feet seems to be the 
limit of lift for most cellar drainers, and some 
are designed for not more than 8 feet. 

Another feature of the problem that stands 
out prominently is the connecting of the con- 
densing tank. This condensing tank is used to 
receive the discharge of drainage from the steam 
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boiler, before allowing it to be redischarged to

One of the features of the problem was the connection 
of the automatic cellar drainer. Of course there is no 
excuse for employing a cellar drainer unless the water to 
be lifted, accumulates at so low a level that it cannot 
drain into the house drain by gravity. When we gave the 
problem, we thought that most of those working on it 
would decide that the cellar drainer in this case is un- 
necessary, because it would appear that this drainage could 
enter the drain by gravity. However, only Figs. 7, 9 and 
11 seem to have taken this view, for in these drawings 
the cellar drainer connections have apparently been 


the house drain or sewer. No doubt this sub- 
ject is more or less unfamiliar to many of our 
readers, and therefore we will bring out some 
of the chief points concerning it. 


THE FUNCTION OF THE CONDENSING TANK 

\ YHEN water at high temperature has its pressure

Fig. 1.—We have quite a bit to suggest by 
way of improvement of the work shown in this 
drawing, and as generally the case, the large 
part of our criticism concerns the venting. In 
the case of stack A, one main vent should have 
been used, and this should not have been con- 
nected back into the soil stack until it had 
reached a point above the top of the highest 
fixtures on the stack. Figs. 2 and 5 show clearly

The sudden expansion of the pipes might result in 
broken joints and connections, and in cast iron systems 
the caulked lead joints might become loosened and even 
forced out of the hubs. 

Then again, the entrance of steam and hot water into 
sewers would result in raising the pressure of the sewers, 
a result which should be prevented in all cases. 

As a matter of fact, water should not be discharged into 
the drainage system at a higher temperature than 140 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

In order to meet this requirement, water discharged 
from a steam boiler should first be cooled below 140 
degrees, a result generally obtained by discharging from 
the boiler into what is known as a condensing tank, and 
from there into the drainage system or sewer. 

In Figs. 13 and 14 we show two condensing tanks 
properly connected. 

Referring to Fig. 13, the boiler discharge should enter 
the tank at the top, above the tank’s water level. This 
tank should be of the closed type, of either wrought iron 
or cast iron. 

The tank should have a relief pipe not less than 2 
inches in diameter, and preferably 3 inches, passing sep- 
arately through the roof. Often this pipe is connected 
into the vent system, but this is entirely wrong, and 
actually defeats its own purpose. 

The outlet pipe from the tank to the drainage system 
should be taken out of the bottom of the tank where the 
cool water is located, and this outlet or discharge pipe 
should have a trap not less than 24 inches deep. 

While the condensing tank may discharge into the drain- 
age system, it is much better to discharge into the house 
sewer. 

The outlet from the tank should not be less | 
than 3 inches, and should be at least one size 
larger than the inlet. 

The same general principles are covered in E 
the tank shown by Fig. 14 as in Fig. 13. | 

Owing to the nature of the waste connection, | 
siphonage of the contents of the tank might 
take place if an air pipe were not employed to 
prevent it.

On large systems, blow-off tanks are used | 
which depend for cooling action on pipe coils 
placed inside the tank, through which cold 
water constantly circulates. 

Drainage from hot water boilers and from 
low pressure steam heating systems does not 
have to be handled as does drainage from high 
pressure steam systems, but if trapped such 


drainage may discharge directly into the house

piping is used for the two bath rooms on stack 
A. It is not necessary to run a vent from a 
first floor fixture to a point above the top of the second 
floor fixtures. A much better and more economical job 
would be to connect each of these vents into the main vent 
on the same floor as the fixture which it vents is located. 

The same general remarks just made also concern stack 
B. A single main vent instead of two, is all that is re- 
quired. 

The refrigerator stack should not connect into the vent 
system, but inasmuch as there is more than one refrigera- 
tor on the line, it should pass through the roof. It goes 
without saying that refrigerators must not connect directly 
with the drainage system, because of the danger of food 
contamination. It should be clear that there is almost 
equal danger in connecting into the vent system. 

It is the same with stack C as with the other two stacks, 
—there should be one main vent line connecting with the 
waste stack above the highest fixtures, and the first floor 
fixture vents should enter the main vent just above the 
top of the fixtures on that floor. 

The direct connection of the automatic cellar drainer 
into the house drain, even with a check valve, is wrong. 
The cellar drainer should have an indirect connection 
similar to the refrigerator, this being clearly shown in 
Fig. 2. 

We do not understand the broken line between the cellar 
drainer and the sink waste.

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noted that the size of the stack is 4 inch, and that all six 
fixtures are located close to it. The likelihood of siphon- 
age of any one of these fixture traps under the conditions 
that exist, is entirely remote, and that being the case, there 
would seem to be sufficient reason for not venting. The 
use of the 4-inch stack with lavatories unvented, we know 
to be the practice in some other cities, notably Atlanta, 
Ga., and not long ago we heard Prof. Tyler, who is at the 
head of the department of sanitary engineering at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, state that just this com- 
bination, a stack of large diameter, serving small unvented 
fixtures located close to the stack, was one of the fields 
open for investigation and experiment. In such work 
there is sometimes the question whether the extra cost of 
the large size pipe may not largely overcome the saving 
made by omitting the venting. In this instance, however, 
it would seem certain that the vented work would be much 
more expensive. It would be interesting to know what 
the comparative cost would be. 

Nearly all plumbing codes now call for the extension of 
the refrigerator stack through the roof when there are two 
or more refrigerators on the line. With but one refrig- 
erator, there is no such requirement.

run the main vent line for stack A all the way down to 
the basement floor. The two top floor water closets need 
no vents, as they are stack-vented without them. 

Referring to stack B, the pair of lavatories on the second 
floor should have a unit vent, also the pair on the first 
floor, but in the latter case the two fixtures should connect 
into a double waste fitting at the foot of the vent. This 
could be done by using a double fitting in place of the 
single fitting on the lavatory at the left.

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After reading what we have written on cellar drainers, 
we believe it will be clear that this one is connected in an 
entirely wrong way,—that it would be entirely wrong to 
try to trap or vent such a device, which is nothing more 
nor less than a small pump. 

The condensing tank is double-trapped, and should have 
a vent pipe running through the roof of 2-inch diameter.

Fig. 4.-—Quite a few changes should be made in this 
drawing to make it just right. We might add that a study 
of the other drawings and the discussion that is given will 
help greatly to straighten these things out. The two top 
floor fixtures on stack A and stack B should be stack- 
vented, as shown in Fig. 2. This will save the expense of 
venting. Many of the traps have crown vents, whereas 
they should be replaced by continuous vents, such as seen 
in Fig. 5 and others. Stacks A and C should each have 
only one main vent line. The refrigerators should not 
connect directly into the drainage system. Fig. 5 shows 
the refrigerators correctly connected. There are three 
square bends at the foot of main vents, and these are 
wrong, for they collect rust, sediment, ete. They should 
have as sharp a pitch as possible, and should connect 
back into the soil or waste stack. The condensing tank 
is wrongly connected and without vent. The contents 
would all drain out. The cellar drainer is not connected 
correctly. See instructions concerning the tank and 
drainer at an earlier point in the article. Closet vents 
should rise above the fixture before connecting.

Fig. 5.—We note that on stack A, the water closets on 
the first and second floors are vented through the lavatory 
connection. This is O.K. provided these connections are 
2-inch. This drawing is an excellent one, and we find 
nothing to criticize except as regards the cellar drainer, 
alluded to earlier.

Fig. 6.—The vents are shown in such a way that we do 
not really know whether crown or continuous vents are 
intended, although we think they are meant for con- 
tinuous. 

The top floor fixtures on stack B need no separate vents, 
as they are already stack-vented. The refrigerator stack 
should pass through the roof, and should run close enough 
to the refrigerators to overcome the flat wastes.

From this it will be observed 
that an overheated room can cause trouble for the heating 
contractor, as well as an underheated room, as a result of 
not knowing the actual performance value of radiators. 

We have every reason to believe that the step here de- 
scribed will have a far-reaching effect, since it places the 
selection of heating equipment upon a scientific basis. It 
will mean a decided saving in first cost on installations, 
more uniform results and a better knowledge of what the 
equipment will do.

THE TURNOVER OF ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

HE TURNOVER of accounts receivable expresses the 
ie cceennaes between the volume of business done 
and the amount of accounts receivable outstanding and 
unpaid at the close of the period. This is a measure of 
the economy observed in the use of capital tied up in 
receivables. 

A business has to pay some one for the use of capital 
which it has invested in its accounts receivable. The 
use of this capital, on the other hand, is extended free 
to the customers. Consequently, the cost of such cap- 
ital to the business must come out of the margin of profit 
made on sales. The margin of profit on a sales transac- 
tion is limited at the time the sale is made. The longer 
the account is carried, the smaller the return realized on 
the investment, the heavier the collection expenses, and 
the greater the possibility of loss through bad debts. 


Manner of Computing Turnover of Accounts Receivable 

The turnover of accounts receivable is most effectively 
stated in the number of average days’ sales represented 
in outstanding accounts receivable. It is figured by divid- 
ing the amount of average daily sales into the average 
amount of accounts receivable. For example: 


If average receivables are.........-ccccccccs $50,000 
and the average daily sales are.............. $ 1,000 
the turnover should be stated as.............50 days 


The advantages of a more rapid turnover of accounts 
receivable may be translated directly into terms of added 
surplus net profits on the investment. For instance:

Range Boiler Prices Are Advanced 


SUMMING up of reports from the large jobbing centers fails to reveal any outstanding devel- 
opments in the plumbing and heating materials’ market for the past seven days where demand is 
concerned. Plumbing and heating contractors have not yet begun to consume any definite quantities of 
roughing-in goods, and while calls for finishing materials are in somewhat better volume in comparison,

scattered instances did the purchases of contractors amount enough to add materially to the pace of 
buying in the New York territory.

Department of Commerce from reports of twelve representative manufacturers and wholesalers, were

leading firms in the industry, as compared with 1,029 boilers in January and 1,101 in February, 1927. 


CENTRAL WEST 
Past Month Averaged Well— 


Except for a few scattered instances, demand for mate- 
rial from plumbing and heating contractors progressed 
along a fairly steady plane during the past four weeks, 
little variation being apparent in the volume of goods 
moving out of wholesalers’ stocks from one week to the 
next. During the third week of this period, however, a 
number of wholesalers in the Chicago district experienced 
an increase in calls from master plumbers, especially for 
finishing materials. Inasmuch as this betterment in de- 
mand was shortlived, wholesalers stating that it did not 
last more than a day or two, volumes for the week were 
only slightly affected. But, in the opinion of many sellers 
in this territory, this slight spurt is somewhat of an indi- 
cation of what is ahead. Wholesalers have not altered 
their buying habits, and, except where price advances made 
purchases of large quantities of materials good business, 
jobbers have confined their ordering to quantities com- 
mensurate with the immediate needs of their customers. 

Reports from F. W. Dodge Corporation, which show in- 
creases of 40 per cent in building and engineering con- 
tracts awarded in the Central West district during the 
month of February over the same month of last year, and 
34 per cent over January of this year, and the immense 
tonnage of structural steel placed in this district in the 
past three months, serve to indicate that a large volume of 
new construction will soon be under way and lend optim- 
ism to the future. 
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Wholesalers continue to complain of the resale price sit- 
uation, and, in general, jobbers’ quotations are at the 
same low level that has maintained for some time. Con- 
tractors are encountering no difficulty in securing material 
as wanted. Manufacturers, almost without exception, are 
in a position to grant immediate shipments. 

Soil Pipe 

Such soil pipe as is moving from the foundry to dis- 
tributors’ warehouses is principally that ordered while the 
low prices were in effect, and there is practically no pipe 
being sold at the sheets which most makers have now 
placed in the hands of wholesalers. Most 
ever, ordered sufficient quantities at-that time to care for 
their needs for an extended period, but those who delayed 
purchasing are inclined to shop for a lower price than that 
shown on current sheets. The one large maker who some 
time ago withdrew his published prices has not yet issued 
a new sheet. No price changes were announced during 
the week.

Steel Pipe

Reports from jobbers agree 
with this, as most distributors state that they are taking 
in fresh material only as the calls from master plumbers 
make it necessary to replace material moved into consump- 
tion. No difficulties are encountered in securing prompt 
deliveries, either from manufacturers or wholesalers. No 
price changes were announced by makers during the week. 

Pottery 

The past week was only an average one as far as de- 
mand for ware was concerned, according to manufacturers’ 
representatives in this territory. New orders for wash- 
down bowls and tanks, due to the heavy buying by jobbers 
at the time of the recent price change, were very scattered, 
but calls for other pieces of ware served to make new 
business look a trifle better. Makers are in a position to 
grant fairly early deliveries on most staple items. No 
price changes were announced during the seven-day period 
covered by this report. 

Plumbers’ Brass Goods 

The bulk of makers’ shipments is comprised of releases 
on previously made contracts with wholesalers. Neverthe- 
less, several tubular and cast goods salesmen in this dis- 
trict reported a fairly substantial volume of new business 
during the week covered by this report, although this busi- 
ness in no way compares with the volumes that were being 
received by manufacturers earlier in the year. Whole- 
salers are in possession of sufficiently large stocks to grant 
immediate deliveries. Manufacturers’ prices did not 
change during the week. 

Range Boilers 

The outstanding development in the range boiler market 
at the time of going to press was the announcement by one 
large manufacturer of an approximate 5 per cent advance 
in his prices to wholesalers on the 30 and 40-gallon sizes, 
and about 10 per cent on the larger sizes, effective March 
28. Since last October the range boiler market has been 
steadily stiffening, this last being the third price advance 
to be announced by makers during the period.. The ma- 
jority of wholesalers have taken in all the boilers ordered 
prior to the December 10 price advance. Prompt ship- 
ments are available at manufacturing sources of supply. 

Boilers and Radiators 

Nothing of an outstanding nature developed in the 
boiler and radiator field during the past week. Manu- 
facturers state that demand is maintaining close to sea- 
sonal lines, and, in general, makers appear satisfied with 
current volumes. Contractors are only seasonably busy 
and wholesalers are not anticipating their requirement to 
any degree. Prices were not changed by makers during 
the week. 

Fittings 

Wholesalers seem content to order fittings in small 
quantities, closely commensurate with the current require- 
ments of their customers, and depending on manufacturers 
for prompt replacement of material when necessary. Some 
instances of increasing interest on the part of wholesalers 
concerning the condition of their stocks were heard dur- 
ing the week. Prompt shipments are available from man- 
ufacturing sources of supply. Prices have not changed. 
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NEW YORK 


Trading Continues Quiet— 


As a whole, demand from plumbing and heating con- 
tractors did not to any appreciable extent show an increase 
over the seasonal position at which it has been pitched for 
several weeks. Only in scattered instances did the pur- 
chases of installing contractors mount enough to add ma- 
terially to the pace of buying. Contractors and jobbers 
are devoting much time to estimating contemplated work, 
which is expanding in volume from week to week. Archi- 
tects are busy, but in many instances are requesting de- 
tailed figures from a number of contractors who in turn 
submit the lists of material quantities to wholesalers, 
thereby causing an unusual amount of figuring to be done 
on jobs before they are finally let. 

Wholesalers are confining themselves to the buying-as- 
needs-arise policy which has become pronounced during 
the past few years. About the only time future require- 
ment commitments are made with manufacturers is when 
master plumbers and heating contractors have entered 
contracts for materials with their wholesalers. 

The advance in prices to wholesalers, approximating five 
per cent on range boilers of 30 and 40-gallon sizes, which 
was incorporated in a new sheet released by one large 
manufacturer, was the outstanding price development of 
the week. Manufacturers’ prices on most all other major 
commodities are in general rather firm. Producers in 
practically all instances have surplus stocks of large 
enough dimensions to insure promptness in deliveries. 

Building from the standpoint of plans filed is gaining 
from week to week in many of the sections making up the 
Greater New York area. This is especially true of the 
Westchester County section, where new records have been 
made each of the months elapsed this year. Most of this 
construction is for residences of a rather high type. 

Soil Pipe 

The movement of soil pipe continues to consist of re- 
leases against bookings made by jobbers prior to the ad- 
vance in prices. The needs of master plumbers for pipe of 
this description are not beyond the usual late winter point. 
Jobbers are amply supplied with this commodity, as are 
manufacturers in most cases, so that delivery delays are a 
rarity. Prices remain unchanged. 


; Steel Pipe 

Demand for steel pipe just about held its own over the 
light trading that has marked this commodity throughout 
the month of March. Seemingly piping contractors have 
not come into the market for roughing-in materials in 
anything like the strength that is almost weekly expected 
of them. The buying by wholesale houses is comprised 
largely of assorted sizes which are rapidly loaded at the 
mills and started rolling. Quotations made by manufac- 
turers continue firm and unchanged. 

Wrought Iron Pipe 

Buying looked up to some extent during the week, as 
the tonnage forwarded by some jobbers was rather heavy. 
This ordering was placed in calculation of supplying the 
requirements of the trade with the wrought iron involved 
in recently made contracts. But as far as tonnage in- 
tended for the stocks of jobbers is concerned, mills suf- 
fered somewhat as the comparatively small fill-in orders 
amounted to little. Prices from production sources are 
unchanged. Shipments are made promptly. 

Enameled Ware 

Current shipments of enameled ware aggregate a vol- 
ume that is seemingly moderate, aside from the placing of 
business for delivery when the buildings for which it is 
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intended reach the fixture stage. The first mentioned class 
of trading is in quantities only large enough to replenish 
the stocks of jobbers as they are depleted by the purchases 
of their trade, while the deferred delivery business was far 
from extensive. Makers’ warehouse stocks are such that 
deliveries are had as wanted. 
Pottery 

The week experienced a slight lull in demand where 
placements to cover large jobs were concerned, but from 
the amount of figuring local offices of potters are doing 
and the quantity of fresh inquiries, the prospects for fu- 
ture business seem to be gaining steadily. Jobbers who 
have orders for wash-down bowls and tanks on the books 
of manufacturers seemed to specify a little more freely 
than has been the case. Potteries are amply supplied with 
staples so that deliveries are put through promptly. 

Plumbers’ Brass Goods 

Specifications in a number of instances reached manu- 
facturers from jobbers in a rather substantial volume dur- 
ing the week, especially in the instance of tubular goods. 
While no particular section of the territory seems to be 
reaching beyond the normal point for this time of year, 
master plumbers are more active where both cast and 
tubular products are concerned. Jobbers in few instances 
are building their stocks beyond the usual margin intended 
to keep them free from shortage difficulties. 

Range Boilers 

The outstanding change in the range boiler situation 
during the period covered by this report was the issuance 
of a new sheet by one factor, which advanced prices to 
wholesalers on the 30 and 40-gallon sizes five per cent. 
Plumbing contractors are buying a little more freely and 
with few exceptions old specifications are practically all 
cleaned up. Factories are shipping satisfactorily. 

Boilers and Radiators 

Manufacturers of boilers and radiators seem satisfied 
with the volume of business this territory is producing. 
Less spottiness is reported than is usual at this time of 
year. Heating contractors, however, are far from being 
occupied to the full extent of their resources. Factories 
are making shipments promptly. Prices remain unchanged. 


Fittings 

Manufacturers report a further slight increase in de- 
mand for fittings, but state that spring buying on the part 
of wholesale houses has not been entered into in a serious 
way as yet. They charge this condition to the fact that 
piping contractors are slow in coming into the market for 
quantities of size. Sources of supply at factories are 
broad enough to insure prompt deliveries.

MIDDLE ATLANTIC 


Business is Expanding Slowly— 


From the summing up of the weekly survey of the 
plumbing and heating materials’ market in the Middle 
Atlantic area signs of an improvement in business were 
apparent. This betterment, however, was quite moderate 
with a rather unusual amount of spottiness prevalent in 
about all sections of the territory. Some wholesalers 
stated that the seven days which followed the previous 
report gave the situation a better aspect and that requests 
for figures on materials contained in contracts just ‘made 
by their trade are becoming more frequent and have begun 
to embrace larger quantities than heretofore this year. 
Several other wholesalers see little, if any, improvement 
and contend that their sales are broad for a day or two, 
then narrow down again for several days, giving the year 
a rather poor position when a comparison of the amount 
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of business done during the same length of time in 1927 
is made, 

While many master plumbers and heating contractors 
complain of the lack of business volume, there are to be 
found many others who seem quite satisfied with the in- 
stallation contracts they have closed. These last men- 
tioned contractors are mostly located in the suburban sec- 
tions of the large cities in the Middle Atlantic area. This 
would indicate that home building operations have begun 
to show activity on the outskirts but within the cities con- 
struction is still at a rather seasonally low point. Labor 
generally is still in the over supply position that it 
suffered for some months. 

Sources of manufacture in each of the major products 
are well enough supplied to avoid delivery 
The outstanding feature of the week where prices are con- 
cerned, was the announcement by one range boiler maker 
of an approximate five per cent advance in his prices to

wholesalers for the 30 and 40 gallon sizes. 
Soil Pipe 
With few exceptions wholesale houses seem to be speci- 
fying as well as could be expected at this time against 
their soil pipe bookings made at the base lower than that 


which now prevails. This would indicate a more rapid 
turnover which could only result from an improvement 
in the requirements of master plumbers. However, cur- 


rent demand has not by any means attained large pro- 
portions and only in a few instances are the holdings of 
jobbers extensive. Generally, manufacturers are in a posi- 
tion to make shipments promptly. Prices have not been 
changed. 
Steel Pipe 

The week brought forth little change in 
for steel pipe over the slight stimulation experienced 
during the previous seven days, from the rather slight 
week to week tonnage that has been reported throughout 
most of this quarter. Wholesalers still seem reluctant to 
stock beyond their likely future needs, and, as a general 
rule, their placements invariably call for rush shipment. 
Mills are forwarding shipments promptly.

Wrought Iron Pipe 
Sales made by wholesalers to their trade correspond 
closely with those made by manufacturers where wrought 
iron pipe is concerned. This, in a rather large measure, 
is due to the rather skimpy condition in which the pipe 
racks of the average wholesaler are found, necessitating a 
quick relaying to mills of any unusual tonnage purchase 
made by piping contractors. While demand did 
up to any extent during the week, makers reported that 
some orders trickled through for tonnage that to a 
great extent was involved in contracts just closed by the 

trade of some wholesalers.

Enameled Ware 

Some representatives of enameled ware factories in 
this territory report that during the seven days follow- 
ing the last survey a somewhat broader and steadier in- 
terest in this commodity developed. There are 
however, who contend that the spottiness of the preceding 
week is still prevalent. A fair portion of the business that 
reached manufacturers had no delivery restrictions at- 
tached, while the balance was designated for April and 
early May shipment; for the most part, though, ordering 
done by master pulmbers for spot delivery involves only 
small quantities. Satisfactory delivery service prevails. 

Pottery 

While there seems to be a rather small 
actual pottery business being placed, there is a growing 
amount of figuring being done in this section where fix- 
tures other than wash-down and tanks 
cerned. Jobbers in most all substantially

ago. They are drawing against these placements in a 
fairly broad manner as the purchases of master plumbers 
make inroads on their stocks. The warehouses of most 
potters are well stocked with staples. No price changes 
were announced. 
Plumbers’ Brass Goods 

There are some jobbers to be found in this territory 
who have good stocks of both tubular and cast brass 
items because of the fact that they have taken in material 
specified in contracts made with master plumbers which 
is as yet uncalled for; on the other hand, there are whole- 
salers who have done little specifying on commitments 
thade with manufacturers earlier in the year. Both these 
conditions would indicate that plumbing contractors have 
been delayed in getting started and that many buildings 
on which construction was begun this winter are slow in 
reaching the finishing stage. 

Range Boilers 

With prices throughout this year showing, according 
to many wholesalers and manuiacturers, a greater degree 
of firmness than they have since 1920, one manufacturing 
interest advanced its prices to wholesalers during the 
week approximately five per cent on range boilers of 30 
and 40 gallon sizes. While the current demand for this 
commodity is light compared to that which is expected 
later, releases from wholesalers have practically wiped 
out all bookings made at the close of last year. De- 
liveries are made promptly by practically all factories. 

Boilers and Radiators 

Any heating material that is moving into jobbers’ stocks 
is being turned over rather quickly and manufacturers 
entered some orders during the week for boilers and radi- 
ators to be installed in buildings recently started. To- 
gether, though, this did not account for enough tonnage 
to give this market a better aspect since the slack off it 
experienced early in March. Manufacturers are making 
shipments promptly. Prices have not been changed. 

Fittings 

There was a slight look up in demand for fittings where 
wholesalers are concerned during the week. This includes 
drainage, cast iron, and malleables. This increase in in- 
terest falls short, however, of the buying that is looked 
for by both jobbers and manufacturers a little later. 
Shipments on all types of fittings are obtainable to the 
satisfaction of all purchasers. 


PACIFIC COAST 
Demand is Little Changed— 


Current business continues to be only normal with 
little indication of any decided change in the near future. 
Distributors generally are carrying only sufficient stocks 
to meet present requirements and are ordering from fac- 
tories in about the same volume as sales. While price 
conditions vary somewhat in the different jobbing centers, 
distributors in general are closely following replacement 
costs in their prices to the trade. 

Soil Pipe 

The trade generally is purchasing this commodity only 
for current needs which at present are not very heavy. 
Distributors generally have well balanced stocks and also 
a fair amount of tonnage enroute from foundries. Dis- 
tributors’ prices to the trade remain unchanged. 

Steel Pipe 

The movement in this commodity at present is light. 

Demand, while about normal, is distributed among many

wholesalers, with the result that the individual distribu- 
tors’ business is only fair. Stocks in distributors’ hands 
and enroute from mills insure prompt deliveries. Prices 
to the trade remain unchanged. 
Enameled Ware 

The present movement of enameled ware is not large, 
although an improvement is expected by sellers in the 
near future. In California in particular there is still con- 
siderable ware reaching the trade outside of the usual 
channels of supply. Distributors generally have well bal- 
anced stocks and can also secure early deliveries on prac- 
tically all patterns from nearby factories and manufac- 
turers’ warehouses. Prices to the trade are based on 
present replacement costs and remain unchanged. 

Pottery 

The pottery market shows little improved activity, most 
of the trade having covered their anticipated require- 
ments at former prices and new business is not heavy. 
Distributors generally have good stocks, and no delay is 
experienced in obtaining immediate deliveries from pot- 
teries when required. 

Plumbers’ Brass Goods 

While the demand for this commodity is well sustained, 
the conditions surrounding the manufacture and sale of 
brass goods on the Coast have not changed and the indi- 
vidual distributors’ sales are not large. Prices remain 
unchanged. 

Range Boilers 

Current demand for range boilers continues to hold at 
about the same level for the past few months. Distribu- 
tors generally have well balanced stocks and prompt de- 
liveries are the rule. During the week most California 
jobbers advanced their out-of-stock prices about 7% per 
cent to bring them in line with present replacement costs. 

Fittings 

Malleable, cast iron screwed and flanged fittings did not 
develop any greater demand during the past week over 
previous weeks. The trade generally is purchasing only 
in small lots for their immediate requirements. —Practi- 
cally all distributors have well assorted stocks and prompt 
delivery can be secured on all orders. Prices to the trade 
remain unchanged.

The inlet to the condensing tank should enter the top, 
above the water line, and the tank should have a 2-inch 
vent through the roof. The outlet should be trapped out 
of the bottom of the tank and discharge directly into the 
house drain without discharging into the intermediate pit. 


From Carbondale, Pa. 

Fig. 7.—The arrangement of stacks does not seem to 
be as good as might be. Reference to Fig. 6 will show a 
more natural and better layout. Nearly all the traps are 
crown vented. Continuous vents, as in Fig. 5, are the 
only correct vents. The water closet vents have a square 
bend in them which is likely in time to fill with scale, ete. 
They should pitch as sharply as possible. The main vents 
for stacks A and D need not run all the way to the house 
drain, but should connect back into the stack below the 
first floor. 

From Evanston, Ill. 

Fig. 8.—The arrangement of stacks shown in Figs. 3, 
5, ete., is preferable to this arrangement, we believe, and 
more as the work would actually be done. The two bath 
tubs and the basement water closet should be vented. 

We cannot see any possible relation between the con- 
densing tank and the cellar drainer, and cannot see why 
they should be connected together. No connection of any 
vent pipe should be made into the refrigerator stack. 


From St. Paul, Minn. 

Fig. 9.—The bathtubs appear to be crown vented. The 
two cellar fixtures should have their vents carried above 
the first floor fixtures before entering the main vent. On 
stack B the pairs of lavatories on the first and second 
floors should have unit vents, the first floor fixtures wast- 
ing into the foot of the main vent. The wash trays also 
appear to have crown vents. The cellar drainer is not 
connected, and the condensing tank drains into the drainer 
pit. The tank will drain out as fast as water discharges 
into it. Better read what we have said earlier in the 
article on the condensing tank and cellar drainer. 


From Rochester, Minn. 

Fig. 10.—Stack A is O.K. The water closets are wet- 
vented by the lavatories, which in many places, is now 
considered good practice. The two top floor lavatories on 
stack C should be stack vented to save expense, otherwise 
everything is O.K. 


From Union City, N. J. 

Fig. 11.—This is just about the best drawing that has 
been submitted. There is really nothing to criticize except 
that it would have been better in our opinion, to run the 
soil stack between the two top floor water closets. This 
would bring all four water closets closer to the stack. 


From Allentown, Pa. 

Fig. 12.—-The water closets in the basement and on the 
first and second floors on stack A should be vented. 

It would make a better job to give the pairs of lavatories 
on the first and second floors, stack B, unit vents.

WISCONSIN MASTER PLUMBERS HOLD FIRST 
BUSINESS SCHOOL 

On March 13 and 14, the Wisconsin Master 
Association’s first business school was conducted in the 
Park Hotel, Madison. In the issue of ‘Domestic Engi- 
neering’’ for March 10, a complete outline of the program 
scheduled for these schools, of which there will be four 
held this month, was given. 

The morning of the first day was given over to a dis- 
cussion of advertising, with a local advertising man lead- 
ing the discussion. In the afternoon, when Jacob Zim- 
merman, of Kenosha, vice president of the state associa-

tion, had presented the greetings of State President Lewis 
R. Friend, the group listened to a discussion of “‘creative 
selling’? by J. Robin Harrison, supervisor of plumbing fix- 
tures sales, Kohler Co. 

Mr. Harrison’s message was that the time had come for 
the plumbing contractor to go out and create business, to 
adapt to the plumbing industry the merchandising methods 
used in other industries. In the fact that these other indus- 
tries are making a bid for fact 
that the tendency of the times is in favor of higher living 
standards, the plumbing contractor has heavily favorable 
factors on his side. 

Following his brief talk, Mr.

On Tuesday evening representatives of The Duro Co. of 
Dayton, Ohio, extended a dinner to those attending the 
school, and following the dinner F. H. Arnold, sales engi- 
neer attached to the home office, demonstrated the selling 
plans by which the plumbing contractor might build a 
bigger volume of business in 1928. Other representatives 
of the company were J. T. McCarthy, newly appointed 
manager of the Madison district, which has been merged 
with the Milwaukee district, F. H. Schrimpf of the engi- 
neering department, and Walter Buellesbach of the Madi- 
son office of the company. 

Wednesday morning the group listened to a short talk 
by D. Williams, representing the Wisconsin Power & Light 
Co., and there followed a long discussion concerning work- 
ing agreements with the public utility companies. It was 
decided that a joint committee be appointed to meet and 
endeavor to work out a uniform agreement for co-opera- 
tion throughout the state between master plumbers and 
utility companies. 

In the afternoon a ‘‘Domestic Engineering’ representa- 
tive gave a survey of the market for remodeling work in 
old homes, pointing out that in the territory covered by 
the group present at the school there is well over a million 
dollars’ worth of potential business awaiting development. 
The basic figures of this survey have already been pub- 
lished in these columns, but one new factor was added by 
the speaker. 

By averaging the percentage of homes lacking kitchen 
sinks, lavatories, bath tubs, water closets and laundry 
trays, he pointed out that it was equal to having one-third 
of all the homes in the territory absolutely without plumb- 
ing. This meant that in the remaining two-thirds there 
was a possibility for replacements. To be conservative, 
he suggested that the market be limited to the sale of only 
one fixture to every one of these remaining homes, at the 
average price for the five fixtures, which is a little less 
than $20—and the resulting market was a quarter-million- 
dollar one. This is the first really definite attempt which 
has been made to gauge the size of this replacement mar- 
ket, which is, without doubt, the very greatest offered. 

Mr. Spindler, representing the Milwaukee office of the 
Standard Sanitary Mfg. Co., spoke briefly on the company’s 
deferred payment plan and outlined the degree to which 
it is being used by Milwaukee master plumbers. 

Geo. W. Wilson, of the Plumbing and Heating Indus- 
tries’ Bureau, outlined the work of the bureau. The 
schools are being directed by V. L. Peavy, state organizer 
for the Wisconsin association. 

APPOINTED ITINERANT PLUMBING INSTRUCTOR 

Maurice M. Hanson of Madison, Wis., has been ap- 
pointed to succeed F. O. Maeder as itinerant plumbing in- 
structor at Oshkosh and other cities on the original Fox 
River valley circuit. Mr. Hanson took up his new work 
March 15 and will travel with Mr. Maeder until April 1. 
At that time he will assume full charge of the work. The 
new instructor is a graduate of the University of Wiscon- 
sin.

OIL BURNERS PROVIDE HOT WATER AND STEAM IN 
ARMY AND NAVY Y. M. C. A. 

HE ARMY and Navy branch of the Y. M. C. A., lo- 
‘aa in the heart of the business district of Hono- 
lulu, is said to have plumbing and ventilating systems 
that are among the finest on the Islands. 

All the cold water piping within the building is standard 
weight, galvanized steel pipe, except where the lines run 
through floors, walls, or under ground; there the pipe is 
of double weight. The same specifications obtain with the 
hot water lines. In the case of soil lines, coated, extra 
heavy cast-iron pipe has been installed. 

The water supply for the building is an artesian well 
located on the property of the Central Y. M. C. A. This 
well is connected with the new building by an 8-inch cast- 
iron main. All pipe used is in strict accordance with the 
requirements of the American Water Works Association 
for coated pipe, ‘‘Class B.’’ All fittings used on the gal- 
vanized pipe are malleable galvanized fittings. 

The building contains numerous showers, 
baths, swimming tanks, etc. The boilers are heated with 
oil burners. There is also a hot water heater of the 
horizontal type with a storage capacity of 700 gallons. 
The coil itself has a capacity for heating 1,400 gallons. 
All shower baths are equipped with shower mixers.

TWO WELL VENTILATED HAWAIIAN THEATERS 


HE PRINCESS and the Hawaii theaters are not only 
nthe and roomy but exceptionally comfortable, 
owing to their ventilating systems, which are of the 
washed-air type, installed by R. W. Cunningham, Jr., an 
engineer of Los Angeles. Each plant consists of two 56- 
ton feather valve compressors, condenser, motors and 
pumps, coolers and air washers. The multi-tube con- 
densers are located on the roof of each theater over the 
dressing rooms. The power unit on each system is a 
motor-driven pump, 250 g.p.m., connected to two air 
washers with 2-inch pipe to the tee, and 3-inch pipe from 
the tee to the pump. The returns have direct connected 
pumps with capacities of 125 g.p.m. These are 
nected with the air washers. The total cost of this instal- 
lation was $28,000. 

Many curious things occur in specifications written by 
mainland architects and engineers for buildings on the 
islands. For example, the original specifications for the 
federal buildings, both in Honolulu, Oahu, and Hilo, Ha- 
waii, called for ‘‘adequate’”’ heating plants.

JOHN J. VOGELPOHL TALKS 
OHN J. VOGELPOHL of Cincinnati, Ohio, past national! 
J president, was appointed by President Thomas F 
Nolan to represent the National Association of Master 
Plumbers. Mr. Vogelpohl’s address was in the form of a 


| paper prepared at the national office, which was published 
in last week’s issue. 


In his introductory remarks, Mr. Vogelpohl said there 
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has never been an organized effort on the part of the 
master plumbers to sell material to the public. Mr. Vogel- 
pohl feels that the plumber has an ideal commodity to sell, 
chiefly because of its usefulness, long life and low cost. 
He compared the cost of the average plumbing installation 
with that of the average bedroom set, proving the plumb- 
ing installation to be the less expensive to the house owner 
and also the most useful.

He condemned the direct to consumer house as not being 
a builder of a city or the plumbing business, and stressed 
the importance of correct installation. Mr. Vogelpohl 
urged all to give more attention to their association 
meetings and to apply ideas secured at the meetings to 
their respective businesses. 


TO EMPLOY FIELD MAN 
HE proposal that a field secretary be employed by 
te state association was the ground for considerable 
discussion, as the members had voted to do this at the 
1927 convention and only fifty of them paid the ten dollar 
assessment that was levied. 

President Irish opened the discussion, stating that the 
officers were aware of the difficulty in securing ten dollars 
from each member, as a result of last year’s attempt. He 
pointed out that the association helps the members to 
make money and urged them to spend a small part of that 
money in order to be in a position to make more. 

A. E. Werkhoff, Sr., of Lafayette, in discussing the mat- 
ter said, while we have heard of the work being done in 
Illinois and Wisconsin by a paid secretary we have not 
learned what benefits have resulted. Mr. Werkhoff doubted 
whether the members felt differently toward the matter 
than they did last year when they voted for a secretary 
and then failed to support the issue. The speaker added 
that if the association could put its finger on the desired 
man he would probably be in favor of the move, but he 
felt it would take a long time to find a desirable man. 
He urged his listeners to concentrate during the next year 
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Thirty-second annual convention of the Indiana Society of Sanitary Engineers held in Gary 


on cleaning up conditions in their own communities, and 
then at next year’s convention decide whether or not they 
still wanted a field man. 

A. C. Sandberg of Lafayette stated that most of the 
men in the room were doing very little to help the state 
association and urged every member to contribute some 
time during the year to association work. He felt that 
this should be done before a secretary was employed. He 
added, however, that he was not opposed to the employ- 
ment of a field secretary. 

Thomas J. McGrath of South Bend stated that present 
conditions warranted the employment of a field man and 
that he was strongly in favor of such a move. 

Henry Knauth of Vincennes said he could see no tangible 
results of a field secretary in Illinois, and that he does 
not believe the time is yet ripe for Indiana to employ a 
paid secretary. 


J. H. Daniels of Gary, urged the association to go on 
record as favoring a field man and to rely on the officers 
to select the proper man. 

H. McAuliffe of East Chicago, and Earl Cass of Lafayette 
each offered to donate the sum of one hundred dollars 
toward the field secretary fund. 

Mr. Irish again took the floor and explained that the 
man in business in the small town was not expected to 
contribute as much to the fund as the man in the large 
city. He urged the delegates to keep the association in 
mind after they get home and to send in any ideas they 
might have between now and the next state meeting. He 
said that his experience in securing new members has con- 
vinced him that a man giving his full time to this work 
would be able to produce remarkable results. 

At this point the resolution presented earlier by the 
resolutions committee, that the convention empower and 
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instruct the incoming officers and board of directors to 
employ a competent field secretary within 90 days after 
adjournment and levy the necessary assessment on the 
membership, was adopted without a dissenting vote. 


PLUMBING AND HEATING INDUSTRIES’ BUREAU 

N addressing the convention, William G. Bergner, sec- 
I retary, Plumbing and Heating Industries’ Bureau, 
Evansville, Ind., took as his subject, ‘““The Trade Asso- 
ciation—A Business Institution.’’ Mr. Bergner mentioned 
the following reasons as the most outstanding arguments 
for having associations: Associations replace ignorance 
with intelligent thought; they build up conditions sur- 
rounding the plumbing and heating business; they de- 
velop constructive and intelligent competition. 

Mr. Bergner warned his listeners of the inroads being 
made in the plumbing field by the mail order houses, the 
direct-to-you jobber, the hardware stores and the depart- 
ment stores, and feels that in order to conserve his posi- 
tion the master plumber must give attention to these 
dangers. 

He urged those in attendance to pay more attention 
to the appearance of their stores and to so arrange them 
that they will attract the attention of the public. Mr. 
Bergner feels that this is one factor that the master 
plumber has sadly neglected in the past. 

After explaining the work that is being done by the 
bureau in the state of Indiana, the speaker mentioned 
the large number of associations over the country that 
are inactive and stressed the need of more live organiza- 
tions. Mr. Bergner is of the opinion that the future ad- 
vancement of the plumbing business is largely dependent 
upon the local associations. 

In his closing remarks he explained in detail the var- 
ious services offered to the master plumber by the bureau. 

Miss Ida Anderson, field worker, also represented the 
bureau at the convention, and spoke briefly at the opening 
session. Miss Anderson told of sanitary conditions as 
she found them on a recent trip through the east, and 
of the willingness on the part of women everywhere to 
aid in encouraging the sale of home comforts. 


W. E. McCOLLUM URGES MEMBERS TO SELL 

W E. McCOLLUM of Chicago, secretary of the Cen- 

e tral Supply Association, in addressing the con- 
vention stated that the interests of the manufacturer, 
wholesaler and master plumber are mutual, and that when 
one branch of the industry suffers the rest are affected. 
He said that while the capacity to produce, distribute 
and install plumbing and heating material is greatly in 
excess of demand, and it is important to increase the de- 
mand, it is more important to make a reasonable profit on 
the present demand. 

The speaker referred to the increase in direct-to-you 
competition and expressed the opinion that it will con- 
tinue to increase unless there is more co-operation between 
the wholesaler and the master plumber. 

Last year, Mr. McCollum said, the Indiana association 
went on record as favoring a policy to encourage the 
master plumbers to convert their shops into stores and 
tag with net prices all material on display. Mr. McCol- 
lum believes that when such a plan is generally followed 
and the master plumbers willingly sell repair parts and 
replacements, the public will be disillusioned regarding 
the high cost of quality material, and the industry will be 
elevated in its eyes. 

He pointed out that some state associations believe the

“Net profit is the reward that the proprietor receives 
for engaging in business at his own risk and is the pre- 
mium he gets for good management. It bears no neces 
sary relation to the amount of capital invested, but varies 
according to the skill, wisdom and foresight with which 
he business as a whole is conducted. If the wholesaler 
and the master plumber are to realize a net profit on 1928 
business there must be more co-operation,’’ he said, and 
added in closing, “Co-operation is the dominant principle 
of modern life. Co-operation means conducting yoursel! 
so that others can work with you.’’

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ively Discussions Mark Nebraska’s 
Annual Convention 


John A. Anderson, Omaha, elected to presidency 


LANS for intensive work for the coming year on the 

part of members of the Nebraska Retail Plumbers 

Association marked that organization’s nineteenth aun- 
nual convention, held March 14 and 15 at the Rome Hotel, 
Omaha. This work is to consist of efforts to increase the 
membership of the association, to get the plumbing code 
through the state legislature, to discourage long term cred- 
it extensions on the part of wholesalers and to establish 
zones throughout the state. 

Introduced by Dudley Hamilton of Omaha, a resolution 
was brought before the convention advocating a strict 
credit system on the part of wholesalers operating in the 
state. The resolution requested that master plumbers be 
refused credit if they have accounts on the books which 
have not been paid within 60 days. In discussing the reso- 
lution, B. Grunwald of Omaha, said that the Omaha local 
association was heartily in favor of such a resolution, 
but requested the opinion of men from other parts of the 
state. He said that it was not the object of the resolution 
to make it hard for members of the association, and that 
arrangements could be made for settling accounts of 
members who were behind at present, before the resolu- 
tion took effect. 

Mr. Hamilton spoke further on the subject of the plan 
by which members now in arrears could arrange to settle 
their accounts in some way satisfactory to both the asso- 
ciation’s principle and to the wholesalers. J. F. Book- 
strom of Lincoln, treasurer of the state association, said 
in opposition to the resolution that it would work a 
hardship on the new men in the business, who often did 
not have the capital to discount their accounts, especially 
when they were unable to collect overdue accounts from 
their own customers. He said that these smaller con- 


tractors were good credit risks, in spite of the fact that 
they did not discount. In closing, he asked how the asso- 
ciation could expect the supply houses to collect their 
accounts every 60 days, when the members themselves 
did not do so. 

Wray M. Scott of Omaha, said that cut prices and stiff 
competition did not always come from the smaller con- 
tractor, but that big operators were also close bidders at 
times. He went on to say that he did not take customers

further that jobbers should help a man out when he was 
in heed. Mr. Grunwald proposed an amendment to the 
motion to the effect that the time be extended to 90 days 
instead of 60, but the amendment was defeated. 

Mr. Hamilton, who proposed the resolution, stated that 
he did so for the most part in order to get an expression 
of opinion from the membership of the association, as to 
whether it was for or against the indefinite extension of 
credit on the part of wholesalers. In his opinion, he said,

ing in business.

On recom- 
mendation of the resolutions committee, the convention 
voted to continue the publication of the association’s offi- 
cial organ, and also voted to keep the yearly dues at $25 
per year. The convention also passed a resolution that 
the membership drive which has been carried on for some 
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time be made a permanent work of all members of the 
association, and a special work of the membership com- 
mittee, 

Two delegates each are to be sent to the Missouri and 
Oklahoma state conventions, according to another reso- 
lution. The code of ethics adopted by Zone 12 of Kansas, 
was adopted as the state code of ethics, subject to the 
approval of the national association. 


PRESIDENT STEVENS REPORTS 


N HIS report of the year’s activities, President Harry 
| L. Stevens, of Hutchinson, thanked his associate offi- 
cers for their valuable co-operation in the work of the 
year. He then went on to tell of what that work con- 
sisted. 

He said that one of the aims of his administration had 
been to further the continuance of the wholesaler reso- 
lution program then in effect, and in doing so, copies of 
the ‘“‘Make a Wholesaler a Wholesaler’”’ resolution, adopted 
by the National association at the Portland convention in 
1925, had been sent to every master plumber in Kansas 
and to the supply houses that sold these master plumbers. 
In most cases, he said that the resolution was personally 
explained and discussed with the recipient, and further 
said that it had been posted on the walls of over one hun- 
dred shops in the western part of the state. 

The preparation of a code of ethics for the association 
was another aim of his administration, according to Mr. 
Stevens, and several codes were prepared and presented 
to the code of ethics committee. However, each, for some 
reason or other, was rejected. Zone 12, however, recently 
adopted a code of ethics for its members, and the presi- 
dent recommended that the Kansas state association 
adopt that code also. 

Mr. Stevens pointed out the success of the “Every Mem- 
ber Get a Member’ campaign which was inaugurated 
during his administration, and recommended that the 
campaign be continued. During the past year the mem- 
bership of the Kansas association more than doubled, but, 
according to the report, the actual membership of the 
association constitutes only a small part of the master 
plumbers in the state. 


In reporting on the state plumbing code, he said that 
a committee had been appointed soon after the 1927 con- 
vention to help the president prepare a substantial plumb- 
ing code governing minimum requirements to insure sani- 
tary installation of plumbing. This code was to be pre- 
sented for passage at the first opportune session of the 
state legislature. Members and non-members were asked 
to assist in the preparation of the code, and the response 
to the call was large. 

“As a result, your president has been engulfed in the 
job of sorting and compiling a code from this hoard of 
suggestions,”’ he said. His recommendation on the code 
was, “I sincerely hope that you will find the code pre- 
sented to your liking and satisfaction, and that it will be 
adopted by unanimous vote, and I recommend that you 
instruct the incoming administration to very carefully 
select a committee, to be called ‘legislative committee’ 
for the purpose of presenting this code to the state legis- 
lature at its next regular session.”’ 

He explained the workings and value of the zone system 
as it is employed in Kansas, and recommended that the 
zone movement be continued. His further recommenda- 
tions included a desire to have a representative present 
at the conventions of the Missouri and Oklahoma con- 
ventions, and that the dues of the Kansas association 
should remain at $25 per year. 

The president’s report was referred to the resolutions 
committee for its perusal of his recommendations.

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in the minds of the public through the fact that not 
enough effort has been made toward getting a different 
point of view for the master plumber on the public’s part. 
He went on to say that this could be corrected if the 
master plumber would take the trouble to let the public 
know what a valuable contribution plumbing is to 
civilization. 

E. D. Hornbrook of Kansas City, Mo., chairman of the 
trade relations committee of the National association, read 
the talk prepared by that committee for the use of na- 
tional directors when speaking to state conventions. This 
talk was published in the March 17 issue of ‘‘Domestic 
Engineering.’’ He told of the work done by the trade 
relations committee, and how that committee could help 
local and state associations. 

In emphasizing the necessity for strong organization, 
Mr. Hornbrook paraphrased an old expression and said 
that ‘‘birds of a feather have to flock together’’ in order 
to protect themselves and help one another. In closing, 
he said that the country was in a period of overproduc- 
tion in all lines, and that the best remedy for this con- 
dition was the insistence on the part of the master plumber 
on a good, strict credit plan in all branches of the industry. 


SECRETARY REPORTS PROGRESS 
N HIS report to the convention, William T. Polley of 
I Hutchinson, secretary of the association, reported that 
two new local associations had been organized since the 
last convention. The Kansas association now has five 
locals which meet regularly, Kansas City, Arkansas City, 
Pittsburg, Wichita and Hutchinson, and four locals 
which meet at irregular intervals, the Emporia, Great 

Bend, Lawrence and Garden City associations. 
He spoke briefly of the zone movement which had been 
organized in Kansas in September, 1927, and the effect 
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it had had on the association. In closing he said that the 
president had traveled 14,000 miles during the year in 
the interests of the association, the secretary 7,000 miles. 
the past president 7,000 miles, the treasurer 1,000, and 
other members a total of 14,000 miles. He said that this 
traveling meant a great deal of time lost from the busi- 
nesses of those who took the trips, but felt that it was 
worth it to the association. 

Vice President Threlfall, who is eff-officio chairman of 
the board of directors, reported that the membership of 
the association had more than doubled during the year 
as a result of the determination of the board of directors 
to double it. He also spoke of the zone system organized 
in Kansas, and the effectiveness of this kind of organiza- 
tion. William Ball of Kansas City, past president of the 
association, reported on the National convention held last 
June in Minneapolis. 

W. C. Green, secretary of the Southwest Credit Asso- 
ciation, Kansas City, Mo., gave an interesting talk on 
‘“Credits.’”” Mr. Green pointed out the necessity of credit, 
and said that a sudden elimination of credit everywhere in 
the country would harm business more than the loss even 
of railroads and other transportation. He said that stricter 
credit is one means by which production can be cut down 
to the speed of the marketing power of a given commodity. 

He pointed out that, if the master plumbers would col- 
lect their accounts from their customers more strictly, 
they would be able to discount their bills, and suffer no 
credit embarrassment. ‘A strict credit rating will make a 
journeyman think twice before starting into business,” 
Mr. Green said, in pointing out another advantage of close 
credits. In closing, he stated that at no time in the his- 
tory of the country had there been such good co-operation 
hetween the different branches of the industry.

Considerable discussion arose regarding the proposed 
visit of S. Lewis Land to the state in the interests of the 
apprenticeship movement, finally resulting in the associa- 
tion going on record in favor of the apprenticeship move- 
ment and of co-operation with Mr. Land in the holding of 
conferences and making the necessary survey of conditions. 

Various items of unfinished business were cleaned up 
during the afternoon and new officers were elected for the 
ensuing year, as mentioned at the beginning of this report. 

Resolutions of thanks were voted to Messrs. Beier, Pe- 


terson and Hughes, to the local association and commer- 


cial club, the jobbers and manufacturers, the Plumbing 
and Heating Industries’ Bureau and “Domestic Engineer- 
ing.”’ 

Andrew Peterson of Grand Forks delivered a stirring 
address on closer co-operation between the various master 
YXlumbers, citing numerous incidents to prove that friend- 
ships mean profits, and that knowledge and success travel 
1and in hand. 

Wm. W. Hughes outlined the events leading up to the 
oassage of the new Minnesota law covering heating and 
ventilation in garages, showing the vital necessity for the 
removal of the gases, particularly carbon monoxide; the 
effect of this gas upon the human system; the means sug- 
gested by the Minnesota Industrial Commission for its re- 
moval and the increase in heating and ventilating business 
which is certain to result from the enforcement of this 
law, which was sponsored by the garage owners working 
in conjunction with the Industrial Commission. 

Several of the masters present sought and obtained in- 
formation relative to the Master Plumbers Scholarships at 
the Carnegie Institute of Technology, and it is to be hoped 
that some North Dakota boy will qualify for one of them. 

Geo. Casper of Devils Lake, H. P. Taylor of Jamestown, 
and H. P. Thompson of Bismarck were elected directors. 

M. H. Bjerken of the Hoffman Specialty Co. spoke at 
considerable length on the development of the pipe steam 
system as competition for the warm air furnace, citing 
facts gathered in the surveys made in the Twin Cities, 
which show that the greater number of small homes are 
being heated by warm air, and that little or no effort, 
until about one year ago, had been made for this business 
by the radiator heating group. Now, however, the Heat 
by Radiator Association is working on a definite program 
and results are shown by the number of one-pipe steam 
plants that have been and are being installed in small 
buildings. 

Ras Lunseth, chairman of the code committee, read the 
proposed state plumbing code which is to be presented at 
the next session of the legislature. 

Resolutions 

The convention endorsed a recommendation that funds 
be provided for a state sanitary engineer to work as a 
member of the state health department. 

Other resolutions adopted were as follows: 

“That the association aid the work of the code commit- 
tee in furtherance of handling and compiling the proposed 
state law to guard against improper plumbing installations 
and poor workmanship, thus safeguarding the health ot 
the people of the state.’’ 

“That the State School of Science be commended f0! 
the work that it is doing in an educational way pertain- 
ing to the plumbing trade.’’ 

This school is at Wahpeton; the instructor is a Minne 
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apolis journeyman, Henry Andresen by name; they run a 
short course about six months long during the winter 
months, teaching plumbing. 

“That the plumbers attend the national convention at 
Memphis.”’ 

“That the work of the Plumbing and Heating Industries’ 
Bureau be indorsed and that it be urged to continue its 
work with the Federated Women’s Clubs in an effort to en- 
courage better sanitary conditions and running water in 
every home.”’ 

“That the association aid in the work now being taken 
up by the Boy Scouts of America in their work in educat- 
ing their membership along plumbing and sanitary lines, 
by assisting in such instruction whenever possible.’’ 

“That the members associate themselves as individuals 
with the Associated Contractors of North Dakota.’’

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ADVANTAGES OF MODERN APPRENTICE TRAINING | 
TOLD AT SAN FRANCISCO MEETING 


Some idea of the progressive methods employed today, 
as against the hit-or-miss system in vogue prior to the 
advent of the modern school for training plumbers’ appren- 


tices and junior mechanics, was expressed recently at the e 

San Francisco Industrial Association’s plumbing school at Electric Welded 
1120 Howard street. In attendance at this meeting were 
prominent members of the San Francisco plumbing fra- oo | H = B | 
ternity and officials of the industrial association, as well tee eating Ol cr 
as about a hundred apprentices and junior mechanics. 

H. L. Pierce, director of education for the association, 
opened the meeting. Indicating some measure of the 
splendid support being given the school by local jobbing 
houses and manufacturers, Mr. Pierce pointed to the 
equipment and fixtures ranged along the walls, all of 
which have been secured through the co-operation of man- 
ufacturers, wholesalers and retailers. ‘‘The new regula- 
tions covering the employment of apprentices,’’ the speaker 
continued, ‘have met with 100 per cent support by the 
master plumbers. This, I might add, represents the crys- 
tallization of the apprenticeship committee’s work for the 
past four years.’’ Mr. Pierce then referred to the plumbing 
business as one requiring a greater degree of engineering 
skill than ever before; ‘‘and it is daily becoming more so, 
with the development of the industry, carrying with it 
better appliances and more stringent requirements,” he 
said. 

Regarding the apprentice who reaches the seven or 
eight dollar classification, and who has specialized in some

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school work is concerned and lose interest in becoming a 
journeyman. To correct this, we are working with the 
masters in an endeavor to secure for the boys a different 
kind of experience. In this respect, as well as many others, 
we are securing excellent co-operation from the em- 
ployers.’ 

Addressing his remarks to the members of the plumbing 


class, Joseph Rohr, chairman of the local master plumbers’ 
association apprenticeship committee, then spoke on the 
subject of attendance, and referred to the newly promul- 
gated agreement with the employing plumbers. ‘‘The com- 
mittee has approached your employers with an agreement 
to the effect that any apprentice or junior mechanic who 
fails to attend school regularly will find himself out of a 
job. We have the word of your bosses that they will 
stand by this agreement; and I want to say, in conclusion, 
that I hope you will all do your share in the matter of 
attendance.”’ 

Ernest Schaeffle, business manager of the San Fran- 
cisco Master Plumbers’ Association, was the next speaker. 
Stressing the importance of the work of training boys 
going into business at this period, Mr. Schaeffle said, in 
part, ‘“‘There may have been a time in the past when an 
improperly trained mechanic could ‘get by’; but it is a 
different matter now. In this age, we must grasp every 
opportunity within reach, and I count this school one of 
them.” In addition to the advantages to be gained through 
the school curriculum, Mr. Schaeffle also pointed out those 
resulting from the educational talks arranged from time 
to time. 

Frederick J. Koster, president of the industrial associa- 
tion, and a warm friend of the plumbing school idea, hav- 
ing been suddenly called away, Mr. Pierce read a letter 
from Mr. Koster, expressing deep regret at his inability to 
attend the meeting. In the same letter was contained the 
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president’s appreciation of a document sent him which 
was signed by every member of the plumbing classes, 
wherein they expressed their gratitude for the training 
they are receiving from the school as well as his keen 
interest in their welfare. 

Charles Mayer, president of Ahlbach & Mayer, promi- 
nent San Francisco contracting plumbers, was the next 
speaker. He said, ‘‘I hope you boys realize how much this 
school means in the matter of training you for your life 
work. To put it on a cold dollars-and-cents basis, you 
would have to pay a thousand dollars to secure an equally 
good education elsewhere.’ Paying gracious acknowledg- 
ment to the able methods and untiring work of J. C. 
Staudinger, instructor in charge of the school, the speaker 
cited instances of success attained by graduates. 

Going back to the days of his apprenticeship, Mr. Mayer 
said, ‘“‘When I learned the trade, about all the plumber 
would let me do was to carry a heavy kit of tools. Al- 
though permitting me to use the pick and shovel to my 
heart’s content, he wouldn’t even allow me to watch him 
wipe a joint. And if it weren’t for the industrial associa- 
tion’s school, you would have to steal your trade all the 
way through, as I and many others did.” 

Mr. Pierce introduced F. G. Harmon, member of the 
technical staff of the U. S. Steel Corp., who spoke on 
“Some of the Problems Encountered in Plumbing.’’ This 
subject had particular bearing on the causes and preven- 
tion of corrosion in pipe. Great interest was displayed in 
Mr. Harmon’s talk. 

The understanding created by bringing together the 
masters of today and those of tomorrow, through the me- 
dium of these meetings, is serving not only to establish a 
higher standard of craftsmanship, but is impressing the 
boys with the fact that the masters are most desirous of 
giving them the benefit of their long years of experience.
